He said 
the central shock probably last- 
ed 5 to 10 seconds, and con- 
tinued in St. Louis at full 
strength up to 10 or 12 seconds.

The vibration was 
unusually fast, of high fre- 
quency. Earthquakes are felt for 
different lengths of time by 
different persons at different 
places, he explained, depending 


“on the person's sensitivity to vi- 


bration, the physical circum- 
stances such as the kind of 
building, and the local geology. 

Tremors tend to follow fault 
lines, and this one tended to be 
stronger along the fault line 
from the center into St. Louis 
eounty and southeastward in Il- 
linois. - 

A woman at Chesterfield 
timed the shock as lasting 90 
seconds and said there ‘was a 
slizht swaying motion. 

Some of those who telephoned 
in a state of alarm acknowledged 
that they could not help think- 
ing of an atomic bomb. “I’m 
covered with goose pimples,” 
another woman reported. 

One caller said her hus- 
band ran from room to room to 
see whether something had ex- 
ploded. Another said she rushed 
to a window to see whether a 
large truck had run into the 


‘yard. Others said they hurried 


to.turn on the radio and listen 
for news of what had happened. 
Many persons knew instantly it 
was an earthquake because they 
had had the same experience 
before. 

The East St. Louis City Hall 
shook, and newspapers and radio 
stations at Alton and Belleville 
received many inquiries. The 
shock also was felt at Edwards- 
ville and Collinsville.

HONOR OF GEORGIA 
IS UPHELD, BOY TO 
GET NEW TRICYCLE 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., April 9 
(AP)— Four-year old Johnnie 
Warden, who settled for two 
dollars when.-an_ unidentified 
Georgia motorist knocked him 
off his tricycle, is getting a new 
bike. And the honor of 
Georgia is upheld. 

Robert M. Gamble, an Atlanta 
public relations counsel, wired 
the Associated Press last night 
that the story of the hit-and- 
run driver who smashed John- 
nie’s tricycle, paid the boy $2 
“damages” and fled, was “re- 
volting to all Georgians.” 

“To re-establish our state’s 
honor and restore Johnnie’s 
faith in humanity,” he said 
“please have Officer Irwin -(J. 
W. Irwin, who investigated) pur- 
chase suitable tricycle replace- 
ment and mail invoice to me.” 
Irwin said he would do it. 

Johnnie was slightly injured 
when struck by the car which 
witnesses told Irwin had 
Georgia tags. The officer said 
the driver offered the boy a 
dollar. 

“A dollar isn’t enough,” said 
Johnnie, who settled, for $2. 


BOY, 4, JAMS REAL SHELL - 
INTO POPGUN, HURT IN BLAST 


LOWVILLE, N.Y., April 9 
(UP)—Four-year-old Robert Lee 
Jr. Was wounded yesterday 
when a .30-caliber shell he put 
in his cork gun exploded. 

The Lewis county sheriff's of- 
fice said the boy apparently 
‘found the shell when it fell. off 
a shelf, jammed it into his pop- 
gun and pulled the trigger. 

The resulting explosion blew 
the gun to pieces and cut the 
boy severely on the forehead 
and arms. 


FLEES FROM RED GERMANY 
ON BARGE, 500 TONS OF COAL 


BERLIN, April 9 (UP)—West 
Berlin police announced today 
the flight to,.West Berlin of a 
Soviet zone ‘barge owner—com- 
plete with his barge. and 500 
tons of coal. 

The barge operator put. into 
a West Berlin dock and asked 
for asylum as his barge was trav- 
eling through a West Berlin 
canal connecting two Soviet 
zone points.

The next test, the Atomic En- 
ergy Commission announced, 
will not be until at least Tues- 
day.

The attual shot today was 
from a 300-foot tower on Yucca 
flat. It was seen as a bright 
whiteness, fading into rich yel- 
low, in Las Vegas, 75 miles from 
the test site, and as a quick 
flash in Los Angeles, San Fran- 
cisco and Salt Lake City. 

Small Blast. 

Evidence that the first shot 
was a comparatively small one 
—as atom bombs’ go—was seen 
in the fact that observers said 
they did not feel a shock wave 
from the test site, about 75 
miles from Las Vegas. Some- 
times Las Vegas gets a sturdy 
jolt from the explosion of major 
atomic devices. 

Two sharp jolts were felt at 
the test site control center. 
Twenty-four British and Cana- 
dian observers watched the ex- 
plosion, which was seen as a 
bright flash in Salt Lake City. 

(The United Press said ob- 
servers on Angel’s, Peak, 55 
miles from ground zero, esti- 
mated the bomb had a yield of 
about three kilotons (3000 tons 
of TNT). From Angel’s Peak, 
the flash appeared as‘a pinpoint 
of light. The fireball which fol- 
lowed was estimated to be less 
than 300 feet in diameter. The 
fireball of the bomb which dev- 
astated Hiroshima was about 
1000 feet in diameter. 

Cigar-Shaped Cloud. 

(Darkness obscured the fa- 
miliar mushroom cloud, but 20 
minutes after the-explosion, as 
dawn began to break, observers 
spotted a dark, cigar-shaped spot 
about 15,000 feet above the des- 
ert. There was no wind during 
the experiment, and ..the blast 
Was not felt at Angel’s Peak. 
The AEC said the small cloud 
was moving to the southeast at 
about eight miles per hour 30 
minutes after the blast.) 

The AEC said the pre-dawn 
explosion tested an atomic de- 
vice prepared by its laboratory

They also lost the office of 
President of the Board of Alder- 
men in an election for the first 
time since 1939, as Donald Gunn, 
Democrat, won a 40,000-vote vic- 
tory over Charles E Albanese, 
veteran G.O.P. incumbent. In 
building up his two-to-one win- 
ning margin, Gunn carried 26 
of the city’s 28 wards, including 
many of the nominally Republi- 
can strongholds.

‘Direct Violations.’ 

“Because of such _ actions, 
which are direct violations of 
the obligatians entered into un- 
der the British-Soviet treaty,” 
the statement continued, “the 
Council of Ministers, in line 
with the position of the Soviet 
government outlined in its note 
to Britain of Dec. 20 and Feb. 
28, has submitted to the presi- 
dium of the Supreme Soviet 
a proposal for the annulment of 
the said treaties.” 

Under the Soviet constitution 
it is possible for the Presidium 
—a small body which exercises 
parliamentary authority when 
the Supreme Soviet is not in 
session—to take the annulment 
action. itself. Manv diplomats 
thinks, however, that the Su- 
preme Soviet may be called into 
pecial session soon to give 
greater impact to the cancel- 
lation.

Under Violent Attack. 


Corsi, forme. New York State 
industrial commissioner, has 
been under violent attack by 
Representative Walter for al- 
leged subversive connections 
since shortly after his appoint- 
ment Jan. 10 as a special as- 
sistant to Secretary Dulles. The 
attacks kept up despite repeated 
denials of the allegations by 


Corsi said Thursday night he 
had received surpise notifica- 
tion his job was a temporary one 
and about t> run out. Corsi, like 
Dulles a longtime associate of 
former Gov. Thomas E. Dewey 
of New York, said he took the 
job in the belief it would last 
some time. In fact, he said, he 
recently leased a home in near- 


by Arlington, Va. 

Both Corsi in an interview | 
and Secretary Dulles in a pre-| 
pared statement diened that 
any question of security was in- 
volved in the handling of the 
matter. The Secretary's state- 
ment said Dulles “reiterated his 
confidence” in Corsi. 

The explanation given has 
been that Corsi had been serv- 
ing under a temporary 90-day 
appointment, that he had not 
received a final security clear- 
ance and that his dismissal was 
obligatory. 

Corsi’s Account Different. 

Corsi’s account of the circum- 
stance under which he moved | 
to Washington to take a $15,000- | 
a-year job and then lost it with- 
in a matter of weeks differed 
in detail and emphasis from the 
State Department’s. 

The State Department issued 
the following statement: 

“The State Department an- 
nounced today that Secretary 
Dulles has offered another con- 
sultative assignment in migra- 
tion matters to special] assistant 
Edward J. Corsi. Secretary 
Dullés reiterated his confidence 
in Mr. Corsi and denied reports 
that his State Department status 
involyed any ‘questions “of se- 
curity. 

“Mr. Corsi was originally 
asked by the department to con- 
duct. a survey of the refugee re- 
lief. program. In that connec- 
tion, he visited Italy, Greece, 
Germany and other countries of 
Europe to examine the develop- 
ment of the program.

Finished Report Month Ago. 

Asked about his report on the 
working of last year’s emergency 
law for the admission of 214,000 
refugees, Corsi said he had com- 
pleted it a month ago and had 
since been working on its imple- 
mentation. 

Corsi, himself  Italian-born, 
said he had recommended some 
“basic changes” in the admin- 
istrative structure of the relief 
program, some of which had 
gone into effect. He said these 
included speedups in security 
clearances for appplicants for 
visas, which were about to show 
results in Italy and Germany. 

Corsi declared that when he 
began his study of the program, 
he found it being administered 
by those who were “not in sym- 
pathy with it.” The result, he 
said, was that it had been “swal- 
lowed and not digested.” 

Recently, Corsi said, “new 
morale has been built up in the 
whole organization; they all felt 
the powers-that-be meant to pat 
the program over.” 

No Word from McLeod. 

Corsi said he had received no 
expression of opinion from R. 
W. Scott McLeod, State Depart- 
ment security officer who is 
désignated by law as administra- 
tor of the refugee program. 

However, he said, Dulles had 
read the report and had called 
it “extremely important.” - The 
Secretary, Corsi said, had un- 
dertaken to arrange a confer- 
ence between McLeod and Corsi 
on the matter, but “it didn’t 
come off for some reason or 
other.”

The only feat which it does not achieve is 
the @imost impossible one of telling a man just 
where to be—and when—if he wants to cast into 
a school of hungry stripers or encounter a lunker 
of a trout who, after years of watching lures 
with disdain, has just decided to try a dry fly. 

The Conservationist’s photographs, especially 
those hinting at the primitive seclusion of some 
hill-confined and forest-edged Ozark streams, 
probably should not come to a man’s desk dur- 
ing working hours. It induces a reverie in which 
he may question all contemporary values: would 
it not be more sense to fish most of the time 
and work only part of the time? 

It is just as well, however, to stick to present 
arrangements since the Conservation Commis- 
sion’s figures show that Missouri’s rivers, lakes 
and impoundments are drawing an ever-increas- 
ing number of anglers; and fishing is not sup- 
posed to be a shoulder-to-shoulder enterprise. 

That makes us wonder again why the Con- 
servation Commission in co-operation with the 
new State Park Board—of which we have been 
expecting so much—does not acqiire fishing 
rights and access rights to more Missouri water. 
We keep wondering, for example, why the State 
does. not make ‘a few miles of trout water below 
Montauk available to the public. 

Surely the expense of a project like this 
would be slight, and it would help to make Mis- 
souri fishing what it ought to be. 
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Financing a Federal Building 

It is hard to believe that the City of St. Louis 
would ask, or the Federal Government would 
consider, the payment of a federal subsidy of 
about $500,000 # year to the city. 

Is it business-like, then, for'the’ city to ask, or 
the Federal Goverriment to consider, that a pro- 
posed new federal office building here be con- 
structed‘in such a way as to involve such a gift? 

This is one of the issues, it seems to us, in 
the discussion over whether a new federal build- 
ing should be constructed under the lease-pur; 
chase act of 1954. Under this act, the building 
would be put up by a private contractor who 
would then lease it back to the Government for 
25 years. At the..end of 25-years the Govern- 
ment would become the owner. 

Sounds wonderful; ‘doesn’t it? It sounds espe- 
cially wonderful for the city, which would col- 
lect some $12,357,000 in taxes on the building 
over 25 years, or close to half a million dollars 
a year. No question about it, the city could use 
that money. 

But surely other considerations Are pertinent. 
One of them is that if the building is constructed 
under the lease-purchase act, the ‘:overnment 
will pay out over 25 years more than $43,000,000 
for a building costing $19,800,000. That is a very 
large differential to be’paid for by federal tax- 
payers, whg include a great many St. Louis 
taxpayers. 

Representative Frank M. Karsten is urging, 
instead, that the Federal Government borrow the 
funds, erect a building by contract, and then 
liquidate the borrowed sum. He cites estimates 
prepared by the Government itself to show that 
this can be done at a saving of $15,225,000 in 
taxes and interest under the cost of the lease- 

The comparison poses the issue yery neatly. 
The lease-purchase scheme, like the Administra- 


- tion’s Dixon-Yates contract, highway-building 


program and school aid proposals, is intended 
to accomplish a certain object without increas- 


ing the federal debt. It would make profits for 
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the ‘private interests which financed it, and 
would represent a tidy bonanza for the city. 
But it would do these things at a cost of 


$15,225,000 to federal taxpayers.

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From Talk to Facts on Radiation 
Not only science but international relations 
should be helped by the study of atomic radia- 
tion to be undertaken by the National Academy 
of Sciences’ with support of thé Rockefeller 


- Foundation. The absence of definitive medical 


knowledge has left this field open to exploitation 
by propagandists, especially in Asia. 

So: far as science is concerned; men like Dr. 
Linus Pauling in the United States and Prof. 
Frederick Soddy of England, both Nobel prize 
winners, have issued warnings about the ill ef- 
fects of radioactivity. But Chairman Strauss of 
the Atomic Energy Commissioh has said there 
is “a rather wide range of admissible opinion.” 
Those who may have to take quick and positive 
action should be more precisely informed. After 
all, there are no military secrets involved in re- 
port on the after-effects of atomic blasts. 

At an obstetricians’ meeting at Hiroshima, 
Japan, marking the tenth anniversary of the 
first atomic attack, it was reported that there 
had been $0,150 births in the city in the inter- 
vening decade. Of these, 652 were either still 
births or involved deaths at birth, according to 
Japanese medical authorities. They also reported 
births of more than 1000 infants with underde- 
veloped skeletal or muscular systems; 429 born 
deaf; 313 with serious tongue, lip and mouth 
defects; 243 with fnadequate inner organs such 
as heart: and kidney; 8 bern blind? 47 with seri- 
ously, . co, A) Thay BOG 
brains at ii @ 80 doom ‘to 
lives. Many less serious infant 
reported, as well as delayed deleterious effects 
in adult survivors of the blast. 

Since these statistics are being published all 
over Asia and Europe, it is essential to know if 
they are valid. Communists have launched all 
too many bitter attacks In Asia against the 
United States just because the first bomb fell 
on an Asian city. Figures like these are more 
material for the Red brethren. If the statistics 
are without genuine scientific merit, we should 
be able to say so. , 

Propaganda, however, is only a side issue. W 
really need to determine the specific effects of 
atomic radiation on human physiology to learn 
to help its possible victims as best we may. 
Today scientists must grapple with radiation as 
once they grappled with plague. 
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They Ran Against UNESCO 

Whatever wounds may still be smarting from 
the St. Louis School Board election, both win- 
ners and losers can congratulate themselves upon 
éne thing.

Hoaxed on Watches 


It begins to look very much as if the country 
had been hoaxed by the watch industry. 


Last summer President Eisenhower boosted . 


tariffs on Swiss watches by making use of the 
“escape clause” in the Reciprocal Trade Agree- 
ments Act. He justified this action on the ground 
that the domestic watch industry was essential 
to defense, because trained precision workers 
are neea to make timing mechanisms and 
other components of weapons. 

Now it develops that the Department of De- 
fense itself, after extensive investigation, had 


‘ concluded that the watch industry was not essen- 


tial to defense, and that no special or preferen- 


tial treatment for the industry was necessary. A‘ 


long-suppressed Department of Defense report 
to this effect has only recently come to light. 
The substance of the report is that, while tech- 
nical “skills are certainly necessary to produce 
time fuses and such, and while maintaining those 
skills is certainly necessary for defense, the 
watch industry is not by any means the sole re- 


‘pository of those skills. 


‘As a matter of fact, there are 21,519 precision 
workers in the timing industry, but only 9700 of 


them: wdrk in the watch industry’ and only half 


of: these’ make watches, the rest: being engaged 


‘on defense contracts. The Defense Department 


in its suppressed report concluded that, while 
the watch industry was certainly necessary to 
make watches, every other timing device needed 
in defense is also produced outside the -watch 
industry. 

The claim of defense essentiality worked so 
well in getting tariff preference for watches 
that other industries are now using it to the 
fullest. The lead pencil manufacturers claim 
their product is essential to defense. So dogthe 
lace manufacturers (who make tmiflitary mosquito 
netting), the wool glove makers; the cutlery 
makers and the tina fish producers. ) 

Since the watch industry which started it all 
evidently put one over on Mr. Eisenhower and 
the country, would it not be in order for the 
White House’to reconsider the watch tariff 
decis‘on? 


A-Proper Veto 

Gev. Donnelly quite properly has vetoed the 
salary increase measure passed by the Demo- 
cratic-contrplled Missouri Legislature for the 
personal benefit of the Democratic Recorder of 
Deeds of St. Louis, Anthony J. Denny. The bill 
would have evaded the Censtitutional prohibition. 
against increasing the salary of an elected pub- 
lic official during his term of office by the sub- 
terfuge of providing Mr. Denny with new duties. 

It is one of several such measures for the 
benefit of St. Louis officials that are floating 
around in the Legislature. We hope Mr. Donnelly 
will veto them when and if they reach his desk. 
If the Recorder of Deeds or any other county of- 
ficer deserves more money, then the increment 
should take effect after his éurrent term expires, 
as is clearly provided in the Constitution. |

Plight of migratory farm workers, American and Mexican, is 
getting worse instead of better, writer says; yet Congress almost 
ignored advice of special President's commission and so did 
- Administration; migrants don’t vote, public ignores problem.

How many people eating their fruit at 
breakfast and vegetables at dinner, put- 
ting on a fresh cotton shirt or dress in 
the morning,.enjoying the feel of clean 
sheets at night, give any thought to 
migrant farm workers and their families 
who harvest the nation’s food and fiber 
crops? Probably not many. Yet mi- 
grants are people, too. 


This floating class of human beings 
numbers more than a million in all. Half 
of them are native Americans, the other 
half Mexicans—100,000 Mexican nation- 
als, contracted for legally, 400,000 “wet- 
backs” recruited illegally. 


This. human dust bowl swirls north- 
ward from the Mexican to the Canadian 
border in the spring, and southward, 
after the harvest is over, to home-bases 
in the Southern states or across the 
border into Mexico in the fall. 


Migrants harvest the vegetable and 
fruit crop on the 125,000 large scale 
farms of the country’s 4,000,000 farms, 
yet the Congress, which annually ap- 
propriates millions for the conservation 
of our natural resources, appropriates 
nothing for the cénservation of our hu- 
man resources in agriculture. 


The migratory farm workers are truly 
a forgotten and submerged class. You 
will not meet them or their children on 
the opening or closing day of school, 
since they arrive late, if at all, because 
they harvest the late crops (prunes, to- 
matoes, sugar beets, potatoes) and de- 
part early,.as a rule, for work in the 
pre-harvest or early crop harvests (cot- 
ton, strawberries, cherries, etc.). 


Few States Have Labor Camp ‘Codes 


The schools have not learned to adapt 
their sessions to the needs of migrants’ 
children, and the crops can’t -~wait. 
Migrants have no permanent homes 
(their mailing address is “General De- 
livery, USA”) and their living condi- 
tions are the most deplorable in the 
nation. tig . 
«Aren't there housing laws for labor 
camps? A few states have labor camp 
codes—12 in all, to be exact, but fewer 


still have licensing requirements to en- 


force them. California has had a labor 
camp code since 1913, but no licensing 
requirement, which means that it has no 
record of the existence or location of 
the camps the state is charged with 
inspecting. 

The income of wage earners in agri- 
culture has grown steadily worse since 
World War I. 
full-year employment for agricultural 
workers as formerly. In recent years 
the length of employment has been dras- 
tically reduced—from 123 days per year 
in 1946 to only 90 days in 1950. 

The importation of Mexican nationals 
and the devious recruitment of “wet- 
backs” have aggravated the condition. 
An Arkansas domestic migrant told a 
Senate subcommittee that with the im- 
portation of Mexican nationals the day 
wage in 1949 for picking 100 pounds

of cotton was cut from $4.50 to $3.75 to 
$3, and that many domestic workers 
were without jobs. 

What did the\President’s Commission 
on Migratory Labor propose to do about 
this problem? It submitted a plan for 
raising the standards of factories-in-the- 
field to those of industry and a program 
for implementing it. : : 

This calls for a Federal Migratory 
Committee to co-ordinate the functions 
of existing agencies and to set standards 
for the contracting and licensing of em- 
ployers and inspecting of workers’ hous- 
ing and living conditions. with provi- 
sions for penalties for violations. 


Commission Recommends Changes 


The commission proposed limiting 
the importation of foreign labor to the 
number admitted in 1950, giving pref- 
erence to residents of our off-shore pos- 
sessions, and utilizing the domestic la- 
bor supply more effectively as was done 
during World War II when some 600,000 
workers harvested a larger crop than 
a million had done previously or have 
done. since. 

The committee urged that the stan- 
dards set by the Federal Migratory 
Committee be mandatory upon growers 
before the United States Employment 
service would certify a labor shortage. 


The commission also recommended 
(1)the enacting of minimum wage laws 
by the Federal Government and the 
several states for agriculture: (2) 
grants-in-aid to the states for the con- 
struction of labor camps for on-the-job 
housing; and (3) the development of a 
rural non-farm housing program by the 
Public Housing Administration. 


Safeguarding .the health and pro- 
moting the general welfare of migrant 
workers received the commission’s spe- 
cial attention. It recommended estab- 
lishing health programs and health clin- 
ics among migrant workers’ families and 
the extension of the same social security 
benefits to workers in agricultufe as are 
already enjoyed by workers in industry. 


Blueprint Sadly Neglected 


The'sad thing about it {s that neither 
the previous Administration nor the 
present one has taken any notice of or 
action on the commission’s blueprint for 
the improvement of American agricul- 
ture. In the spring of 1952 the Senate 
turned down by a vote of 69 to 12 a pro- 

al to fine employers who hire illegal 
oreign labor, one of the commission’s 
recommendations. The farm bill which 
Congress finally passed bears no resem- 
blance to the commission’s. study. 


Migrant farm workers do not vote. 
When harvesting the crops is considered 
as important as manufacturing refriger- 
ators in which housewives store the pro- 
duce or as cars in which they. bring it 
home, something may be done to give 
migrant farm workers a fairer share in 
the produtts of their labors.

Whether he hails from New York of 
Michigan, the contemporary teen-age 
male probably uses much the same lin- 
g0, so it isn’t surprising that young 
Owen Harding, who tells us what-hap- 
pened to him and his family and -his 
friends in a town like Lansing during 
the last year of the war, should sound 
at times uncannily like Holden Caul- 
field. What matters about James Whit- 
field Ellison’s accomplished and enjoy: 
able first novel is not its surface re- 
semblance to “The Catcher in the Rye,” 
but the fact that it is really a different 
sort of book altogether. 

Longer and gentler and more diffuse 
than Salinger’s dazzling tour de forte,
